Britain's Foreign Markets 


In uw recent article on Great 
Britain's export trade The Economist 
pointed out that as “our preparo- 
tions for offensive action at a later 
dute require the continuance of 
heavy imports, we must maintain 
our exports to the highest possible 
level.” The wisdom or necessity for 
muintaining exports to the highest 
level has been recognised from the 
earliest days of the war. In fact the 
Importance of the expert rade 
loomed so largely In the minds of 
Government officials and Industrialists 
that at one time the production of 
armaments ‘suffered to an alarming 
extent, While this attitude has 
changed very considerably under the 
Churchill regime, the two-fold object 
of maintaining the war effort at the 
highest possible pitch and of keeping 
& normal flow of exports Is recog- 
nised aos the great problem of the 
moment, 


It Is true that Inroads on Britain’s 
foreign exchange resources during 
the first year of the wor were not 
heavy but the continuous and In- 
creasing dellvery of orders for acro- 
planes and armaments from abroad 
must considerably widen the gap be- 
tween imports and exports unless the 
export trade 1s maintained at. a 
higher level than now reached. To 
achleve this it js necessary that 
additional markets should be secured 
to replace those lost in Europe and 
that existing transport facilities 
should be improved. 


With this In mind the decision to 
despatch a mission to the South 


. American countries is welcome. The 


object of the mission is two-fold.

will endeavour to show that it is in 
the interest of the countries visited, 
as {t.is In the interest of the whole 
world, that Britain should win the 
war, -This should ‘not prove a dif- 
fleult task especiaily as .the indls~ 
cretions of German ogents have dur- 
ing’the past few months been ‘fre- 
quently criticised and. condemned.

In our own day, they are the in- 
Muences which used all thelr power 
to break the soclal democracy of 
the Popular Front, and avowtdly 
preferred an accommodation with 
Hitler at the price'cven of tho flber- 
ties of Western civilisation. 

Lavai and Bonnet and their like 
have always been’ In politics the 
commercial trarclicrs of big busi- 
ness, They have suffered the exist- 
ence of political democracy s0 long 
as it did not threaten the interests 
ef big business.’ :

“We were attacked by 19 Messer- 
schmitts. They, together with the 
antl-aireraft guns, pom-poms, and 
flaming onions from the destroyers, 
Anished us." 

Later entries in the book tell of 
reconnaissance over half Germany, 
security patrols over scaplane bases 
in the Frisian Islands, and the attack 
on Sylt.

New Order To Prevent 
Invaders Using Them 


So that any German invaders may 
not use bonts oh British waterways, 
the Ministry, of Home Security has 
ordered that rowing boats and river 
craft of every description must be 
made incapable of use when left un- 
attended. 

The order—similar to that Sssued 
to motorists about their car—specifies 
that steps to prevent vessels on In- 
land waters being used by an invader 
are made obligatory on the owners 
of motor and sailing craft, as well as 
rowing boats, punts and canocs. 

For steain or motor vessels, it will 
be necessary to remove parts of the 
mechanism, For sailing or rowing 
boats such articles as sails, masts,- 
cars and rowlocks must be removed,

Britain's Foreign Markets 


In a recent article on Great 
Britain's export trude The Economist 
pointed out that us “our prepara- 
tions for offensive action at a later 
date require the continuance of 
heavy tmports, we must maintain 
our exports to the highest possible 
level." The wisdom or necessity for 
inaintalnitg exports to the highest 
level hus been recognised frum the 
earliest days of the war, In fuct the 
importance of the export irade 
loomed so fargely in the minds of 
Government officials und industrialists 
that ut one Ume the production of 
armaments suffered to an alarming 
extent, While this attitude has 
changed very considernbly under the 
Churchill regime, the two-fold objert 
of maintaining the war effort at the 
highest possible pitch und of keeping 
o normal Mow of exports is recug- 
nised os the great problem of the 
moment, 


It ix true that inroads on Britain's 
forelygn exchange resources during 
the first year of the war were not 
henvy but the continuous und In- 
creasing delivery of orders for acro- 
planes and armaments from abroad 
must considerably widen the gap be- 
tween imports and exports unless the 
export trade is matntained at na 
higher level thun now reached. To 
achieve this It fs necessary that 
additional markets should be secured 
to replace those lost in Europe and 
that existing transport  facilitics 
should be tmproved. 


With this In mind the decision to 
despatch ao mission to the South 
American countries is welcome, The 
object of the mission is two-fold. 
On the one hand the representatives 
will endeavour: to show that it js in 
the Interest of the countrics visited, 
as It is in the interest of the whole 
world, {hat Britain should win the 
war, This should not prove a dif- 
ficult task especially os the indls- 
eretions of Germon agents have dur- 
ing the past few months been fre- 
quently, criticised and: condemned. 
At the same time the’ British:mission 
will, in collaboration with South 
American Interests, explore. every 
avenue that might Iead to a further 
development of economic relations.

Britain’s Foreign Markets 


In ou recent article on Great 
Brttain's export trude The Economist 
pointed out that as “our prepara- 
tlons for offensive action at a later 
date require the continuance of 
heavy imporls, we must matntain 
our exports to the highest possible 
level.” The wisdom or necessity for 
maintaining exports to the highest 
level has been recognised from the 
earliest days of the war, In fact the 
iinportance of the export urade 
lovwined so largely in the minds of 
Government officials and industrialists 
that ut one time the production of 
armaments suffered to an alarming 
extent. While this attitude hus 
changed very considerably under the 
Churchill regime, the two-fuld object 
of maintaining the war effort at the 
highest possible pitch and of keeping 
® normal flow of exports Js recog- 
nised aos the great problem of the 
moment, 


It is true thot Inreads on Britain's 
foreign exchange resources during 
the first year of the war were not 
heavy but the continuous and in- 
creasing delivery of orders for ucro- 
planes and armaments from abroad 
must considerably widen the gap be~ 
tween imports and exports unless the 
export trade js malntaincd ot a 
higher level than now reached. To 
achieve this it is necessary that 
additional markets should be secured 
to replace those Jost in Europe and 
that existing transport, facilitics 
should be improved, 


With this in mind the decision to 
despatch 4 mission to the South 
American countries 1s welcome. The 
object of the mission Js two-fold. 
On the one hand the representatives 
will endeavour to show that it fs in 
the interest of the countrics visited, 
as it {s in the interest of the whole 
world, that Britain should. win. the

OW that the position of 
Franco is crystalising, 
the first temptation of all 
will naturally be tndigna- 
tion’ at the men who, without 
popular démand or constitutional 


. authority behind them, have 


betrayed our Ally. 

But indignation {!s not cnough. 
The right to anger depends upon 
understanding. 

A handful of men, however 
important, cannot betray forty 
millions, even in defeat, unless 
there have been profound socia) 
forces behind them which have 
made that betrayal possible. 

‘Those social farces are unmistak- 
able, They are the tnfluenees which 
in 1848, prevented the political re- 
volution from becoming a sacinl 
revolution, and established Napo- 
Jeon (—stgnifcantly enough a 
precursor of Hitlerism—tn power. 

They are the influences which 
ceased rcalstance to Prussia in 1870 
and suppressed the Commune In 
one of the most bloody massacres of 
modern times. 


Poisoned Wells 


They are the influences which 
sought to make Dreyfus their vic- 
tim and were prepared to polson the 
wells of French justice rather than 
admit his innocence, 

In our own day, they ate the in- 
fluences which used oll their’ power 
to break the social democracy ot 
the Popular Front, and avowedly 
preferred on accommodation with 
Hiticr at the price even of the lMber- 
tes of Western civillsation. 

Laval and Bonnet and their like 
hove always been in politics the 
commercial travellers of big busi- 
ness. They have suffered the cxist- 
ence of political democracy s0 long, 
as it did not threaten the interests 
of big business. 

They were prepared for its sup- 
pression so s00n as it appeared that 
Political democracy sought to ex- 
tend itself, beyond the political ficld. 

And .tmmodiately.1t was clear that 
to defoat.
